HOME RULE BLOC PLANNED 


Officials of Cities Propose Combina- 
tion Against Encroachment by 
Legislature on Their Powers. 


Charges that George R. Glynn, Chair- 
man of the Republican State Committee, 
had lobbied in the interest of the tele- 
phone companies at hearings before the 
Public Service Commission Were made 
yesterday by Corporation Counsel Will- 
iam R. Goldbas of Utica at the confer- 
ence of Mayors, Corporation Counsels 
and legislators of New York State at 
the City Hall. 

Mr. Goldbas, who is a Republican 
Mayor, declared that the Public Service 
Commission was working for the re- 
election of Governor Miller and charged | 
that the commission withheld its decis- | 
ion in a Utica rate case last September 
until two days after the primaries to 
defeat Mayor James K. O’Connor of 
Utica, who will be succeeded on Jan. 1 
by Dr. Frederick J. Douglas, who, Mr. 
Goldbas said, was ‘the candidate of the| 
faction headed by Jesse I. Brayton of 
the Utica Gas and Electric Company. 

Mr, Glynn denied Mr. Goldbas’s charge 
and said he had never met the latter 
and had never heard of him before. 

The purpose of the conference was to 
effect a combination of the officials of 
the cities represented against what were 
described as continual encroachments 
by the Legislature upon their powers | 
and, if possible, to bring about the | 
formation of a ‘‘ home rule bloe’’ in the 
Legislature, composed of legislators 
from Néw York City and up-State cities 
Who would act together to restore self- 
governing powers to the municipalities. 
Almost without exception, the speakers 
attacked the Public Service Commission 
law and urged legislation and constitu- 
tional amendments to enable the cities 
to deal with their own public utilities. 








Fears Election of Radicals. — 


Mayor George R. Lunn of Schenectady 
said that the conference must continue 
to be non-partisan and non-political. He 
expressed fear that, if the situation con- 
tinued as at present, the people would 
ultimately take matters into their own 
hands and elect a radical Legis!ature. 
‘‘lf that happens,’’ he _ said, ‘‘ this 
Legislature may abrogate all agreements 
with public utility corporations and, 
when the latter plead that they are pro- 
tected by contracts, say ‘ To hell with 
your contracts.” The Legislature has 
already abrogated contracts far as 
the cities are concerned, and this break- 
ing of contracts by the authority of the 
Legislature me the most serious 
phase of the situation.”’ - 

Mayor Hylan in his opening address 
said that the cities should receive power 
ef ownership and control of public utili- 
ties, home rule and power to consoli- 
date city departments, and full control 
of its educational system without State 
interference, and should not be syb- 
jected to mandatory legislation, which, 
he said, added greatly to their finan- 
cial burdens. 

Mayor Hylan was particularly severe 
in his criticism of State interference 
in New York City’s educational system, 
and said that, while the cry had been | 
to keep the school out of politics, the 
fact was that educational politics had 
been the costliest of all politics to the 
taxpayers. 

‘An educational ring within the 
school system of this city is composed 
of a group of Bourbons, superannuated 
individuals who are determined to force 
the Education Department to travel 
with the blinders on its eyes along the 
old rut of years gone by, end any 
suggestions for improvement are stern- 
ly repressed,’’ he said. ‘* Some~ new 
blood abreast of the times and with 
modern ideas is badly needed if our 
school system is to be placed on a 
healthy basis.’ 

Charge Against Glynn. 


The charge made by Mr. Goldbas 
against Republican State Chairman 
Glynn came at the end of his address 
on ‘‘ Public Utilities,” and created 
something of a sensation, coming, as it 
did from a man of the same political 
faith. Mr. Goldbas said: 

‘“‘Now, in connection with the present 
telephone rate case before the Public 
Service Commission, which investigation, 
as that commission calls it, will con- 
tinue tomorrow—I say that the Public 
Service Commission is not conducting an 
investigation which will inure to the 
benefit of telephone users in this State.

customed ways with no outward sign 
or fear. 


Wagon Causes Excitement. 

A few incidents caused slight flutters 
of excitement among the spectators. A 
horse and wagon which stopped in front 
of the Sub-Treasury Building at noon 
was surrounded by _ policemen, but 
proved to contain nothing but Christmas 
presents. A crowd gathered and was 
shooed away by the police. Now and 
then a man with a large dundle -of 
Christmas presents, or an exceptionally 
bulky brief. case, would be stopped at 
the entrance of some building and asked 
whom he wished to see. In some in- 
stances the packages were examined. 
Automobiles and wagons entering the 
financial district were inspected and 
sometimes their drivers were questioned.

Transit Counsel Contends In- 
stead of $4,087 Profit a 
Deficit Should Be Shown. 


CRAIG DEFIES THE BOARD 


Sets Forth, in an Ultimatum, 
Conditions Under Which He 
Will Submit to Questioning. 


While Grover A. Whalen, the Commis- 
sioner of Plant and Structures, was testi- 
fying yesterday before the Transit Com- 
mission on the municipal operation of 
the Staten Island Midland Railroad Con- 
troller Charles L. Craig was writing an 
ultimatum to the Commissioners laying 
down the conditions under which he 
would submit to questfoning about the 
city’s financial ability ‘‘to meet the 
needs of the present situation ’’ and ‘‘ to 
provide the additional transit facilities 
the immediate future will require.” 

Controller Craig’s first condition is 
that the commission shall furnish him 
“an unequivocal admission or denial ’’ 
of his charges of illicit purposes of the 
preliminary plan for the rehabilitation 
of the transit system of the city. His 
second condition is that the three Com- 
missioners shalt agree to submit to 
cross-examination by him, and the third 
is that this verbal battle royal shall be 
held in the Controller’s office or before 
the Board of Estimate and not at the 
Transit Commission headquarters at 49 
Lafayette Street. 

The Controller contends again that the 
Transit Commission law of 1921 is un- 
constitutional, and that the control of 
the transit system of the city should 
rest in a municipal department of 
‘transportation. He declares that in 
writing the letter to the commission he 
is not conceding its right to official ex- 
istence. 

George McAneny, the Chairman of the 
commission, had not received the letter 
before he left his office last night, but 
when the substance of the reply was 
communicated to him over the tele- 
phone he said that he had nothing to 
say ‘‘ at the moment.”’ Under the Public 
Service Commission laws the commis- 
sion has the power to subpoena witness- 
es, and those who fail to appear are 
liable to prosecution for misdemeanor.

DUBLIN, Dec. 19.—At last the issue 
is joined in public between the two op- 
posing Irish parties, and Eamon de Va- 
lera has nailed his colors to the mast 
more uncompromisingly than ever. 

It was nearly 11:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing before the members of the Dail] 
Wireann had taken up their places in 
the Council Chamber of University Col- 
lege and the clerk of the Dail began to 
call the roll. There was a passage of 
arms at the outset, for Arthur Griffith 
and Michael Collins had to challenge 
that ascendency, almost amounting to 
dictatorship, which de Valera | still 
claims. The Speaker informed the 
House of a request from the President | 
that a document which had been pro- | 
duced in private session should be kept 
confidential. He was referring to de Va- 
lera’s alternative treaty, containing the 
alternative formula of association. Grif- 
fith was immediately on his feet. 

‘Is this document to be withheld 
from the Irish people?’’ he asked. 
** Are our hands to be tied by a bond of 
silence on a document we 
cussed for two days?’”’ 

De Valera declared he had produced 
the document to secure a united policy 
and that he proposed to withhold it to 
its proper place in the discussion. 

The Dail was already plunging into a 
debate on the subject when the Speaker 
ruled the discussion out of order and 
called on Griffith. 

Mr. Griffith arose, showing signs of 
nervousness, but losing none of that 
self-command and reasonableness which 
characterized him. In quiet, even 
tones, he moved his resolution that the

The 
plenipotentiaries, on the other hand, he 
asserted, were in position to deliver the 
goods. They had brought back the Irish 
flag, he declared, they had brought back 
the evacuation of Ireland by the British 
troops, the power to form an Irish army, 
full fiscal control and equality with the 
associated nations in foreign affairs. 

If there was any doubt about the 
sincerity of England, he said, let them 
read Premier Lloyd George's letter of 
Dec. 13, which made all doubtful points 
clear. Griffith knows well_the deep- 
rooted suspicion of England which some 
of his opponents are seeking to exploit. 
He showed how Great Britain is pledged 
before the world to keep the treaty. He 
explained how, if there were disloyalty 
to it, the treaty itself bound them by 
oath to the Free State and would com- 
pel them to resist aggression. 

Let the Dail remember, he declared, 
that if they rejected the treaty Ireland 
would then be fighting with the sym- 
pathy of the world against her. To ac- 
cept it meant peace with England and 
an alliance with the British confedera- 
tion, and he would ask no more, he said, 
than that these’ two countries should 
stand together as equals and friends.

}up a pretty good bluff in the last two 

pyears here, and I did not break down 
, before that bluff.’’ 

This brought cheers from the support- 
ers of ratification. 

‘“‘ This treaty,’’ declared Collins, ‘‘ was 
not signed under the personal intimida- 
tion of any delegate.’’ The people, he 
said, did not understand the immense 
powers the\treaty had given the Irish 
people. Irish aspirations were satisfied 
with security and freedom, and the re- 
moval of the British Army was proof 
that the national principles had been 
established, he argued. 

Mr. Collins’s argument that the con- 
stitutional status of Ireland under the 
agreement was exactly the same as-that 
of Canada and South Africa and that 
Ireland had no less a right than Canada 
to send an Ambassador to the United 
States, was greeted with cheers.

A message was read from King 
George thanking the Commons for its 
address and expressing his pleasure that 
the Parliament was prepared to confirm 
the articles of agreement signed by the 
Government and the plenipotentiaries of 


Ireland. The King’s message also ex- 
pressed hope that the agreement as 
signed would soon be accomplished and 
would result in the reconciliation of the 
peoples of Great Britain and Ireland. 

The present intention is that the pro- 
rogation shall extend to Jan. 31, but

Supreme Court Overthrows Ari- 
zona Law Forbidding Injunc- 
tions in Picketing Cases.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19,~In a sweep- 
ing decision handed down today by Chief 
Justice Taft, an Arizona State statute 
prohibiting the issuance 6f injunctions 
by courts in picketing cases during labor 
disputes was held invalid by the United 
States Supreme Court, because it vio- 
lated the Federal Constitution guaran- 
tees of equal protection under the law 
and prohibition against the taking of 
property without due process of law. 

The decision is the second delivered 
by the court of recent date dealing with 
the rights of labor in disputes between 
employers and organized workers, and 
use by the latter of the boycott and 
picketing to force compliance with labor 
demands. 

The first decision was in the case of 


Ill., against the Tri-City 
Trades Couneil, in which it was held 
that picketing was unlawful, but that 
the strikers could adopt peaceful meth- 
ods to persuade other employes and 
would-be employes to join them. 

In the Arizona case, brought by WIl- 
liam Truax of Bisbee, proprietor of an 
eating house, who was picketed because 
he refused to put in operation an eight- 
hour day for his cooks and waiters as 
Gemanded by organized labor, it was 
held by the court, that means used by 
the picketers were illegal, 

“The plaintiffs’ business is a property 
right,” said the court, ‘and free ac- 
cess for employes, owners and customers 
to their place of business is incident to 
such right. Intentional injury caused 
to either right or both by a conspiracy 
is a tort. Concert of action is a con- 
spiracy if.its object is unlawful or if 
the means used are unlawful.’’ 


Court Stands 5 to 4. 





The court split 5 to 4 on the decision. 
Associate Justices Holmes, Brandeis, 
Pitney and Clarke dissented, and the 
first three named delivered opinions stat- 
ing grounds for their inability to con- 
cur in the majority decision. 

After reciting the history of the case 
and quoting the Anti-Injunction law, 
Chief Justice Taft said the Arizona Su- 
preme Court had refused an injunction 
applied for by Truax, and continued: 

‘““The ruling of the Supreme Court 
proceeded, first, on the assumption that 
the gravamen of the complaint was that 
the defendants were merely inducing | 
patrons to cease their patronage by | 
making public the fact of the dispute 
and the attitude of plaintiffs in it, and, 
secondly, on the proposition that, while 
good-will is a valuable factor in busi- 
ness success, ‘no man has a vested 
right in the esteem of the public,’ that 
while the plaintiffs had a clear right to 
refuse the demand of the union, the 
union had a right to advertise the cause 
of the strike. 

“The court held that the purpose of 
paragraph 1,464 of the State law was 
to recognize the right of workmen on @ 
strike to use peaceable means to ac- 
complish the lawful ends for which the 
strike was called; that picketing, if 
peaceably carried on for a lawful pur- 
pose, was no violation of the rights of 
the person whose place of business was 
picketed; that, prior to the enactment 
of paragraph 1,464, picketing was un- 
lawful in Arizona because it was pre- 
sumed to induce breaches of the peace, 
but that plaintiffs had no vested right 
to have sueh a rule of law continue in 
that State: that under paragraph 1,464 
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been deprived of tne equal protection of 
the law. 


' Vested Right in Property. 


“**Tt is argued that, while the right to 
conduct a lawful business ig property, 
the conditions surrounding that business, 
such as regulations of the State for 
maintaining peace, good order and pro- 
tection against disorder, are matters in 
which no person has a vested right. 
The conclusion to which this inevitably 
leads in this case is that the State may 
withdraw all protection to a property 
right by eivil or criminal action for its 
wrongful injury if the injury is not 
caused by violence. e 

“Tt is true that no one has a vested 
right in any particular rule of the com- 
mon law, but it is also true that the 
legislative power of a State can only be 
exerted in subordination to the funda- 
mental prineiples of right and juatice 
which the guarantee of due process in the 
Fourteenth Amendment is intended to 


preserve, and that a purely arbitrary or 
eapricious exereilse of that power, 
whereby a wrongful and highly injurious 
invasion of property rights, as here, is 
practically sanetioned and the owner 
stripped of all real remedy, is wholly 


| at variance with these principles. 


‘*It is to be observed that this is not 
the mere case of a peaceful seconda 
boycott, as to the Megality of whic 
courts have differed and States have 
adopted different statutory provisions. 
A secondary boycott of this kind is 
where many combine to injure one in 
his business by coercing persons against 
their will to cease patronizing him by 
threats of similar injury. In such a 
case the many have a legal right to 
withdraw their trade from the one, they 
have the legal right to withdraw their 
trade from third persons and they have 
the right to advise third persons of their 
intention to do so when each act is con- 
sidered singly. 

‘* The question in such cases is whether 
the moral coercion exercised qwer a 
stranger to the original controversy by 
steps in themselves legal becomes a 
legal wrong. But here the illegality of 
the means used is without doubt and 
fundamental. The means used are the 
libelous and abusive attacks on the 
plaintiffs’ reputation, like attacks on 
their employers and customers, Threats 
of such attacks on would-be customers, 
picketing and patrolling of the entrance 
to their place of business and the con- 
sequent obstruction of free access there- 
to—all with the purpose of depriving the 
plaintiffs of their business. 

‘““To give operation to a_ statute 
whereby serious losses inflicted by such 
unlawful means are in effect made 
remedyless, is, we think, to disregard 
fundamental rights of liberty and prop- 
erty and to deprive the person suffering 
the loss of due process of law. 


Right to Equal Protection of the Laws. 


‘‘Tf, however, contrary to the con- 
struction which we put on the opinion 
of the Supreme Court of Arizona, it 
does not withhold from the plaintiffs all 
remedy for the wrongs they suffered, 
but only the equitable reilef of injunc- 
tion, there still remains the question 
whether they are thus denied the equal 
protection of the laws, 

‘* Under the Arizona Constitution the 


plaintiffs in error would haye had the 
right to an injunction against such a 
campaign as that conducted by the de- 
fendants in error, if it had been directed 
against the plaintiffs’ business and 
property in any ktnd of conspiracy 
which was not a dispute between em- 
ployer and former employes. If the 
competing restaurant keepers in Bisbee 
had inaugurated such a campaign 


ducted it with banners and handbills of 
a similar charaeter, an injunction would 
necessarily have issued to protect the 
plaintiffs in the enjoyment of their 
property and business. 

“This brings us to consider the effect 
in this case of that proyision of the 
Fourteenth Amendment which 
any State to deny to any person 
equal protection of the laws. he clause 
is associated in the amendment with the 
due process clause, and it is customary 
to consider them together. It may he 
that they overlap, that a violation of one 
| may involve at times the violation of 
the other, but the spheres of protection 
| they offer are not coterminous. | 
| The due process clause brought down 
from Magna Charta was found in the 
j}early State Constitutions and later in 
|the Fifth Amendment to the Federal 
Constitution as a limitation upon the 
| executive, legislative and judicial 
|of the Federal Government, while the 
equality clause does not appear in the 
Fifth Amendment and so does not apply 
to Congressional legislation. 

“The due process clause requires that 
every man shall have the protection 
of his day in court and the benefit of 
the general law, a law which hears be- 
fore it condemns, which proceeds not 
arbitrarily or capyciously, but upon in- 
quiry, and renders judgment only after 
trial, so that every citizen shall hold his 
life, liberty, property and immunities 
under the protection of the general 
rules which govern society. It, of 
course, alms to secure..equality of law 
in the sense that it mgkes a required 
minimum of protection for every one’s 
right of life, liberty and property, which 
the Congress or the Legislature may not 





picketing was no fYonger conclusively 
presumed to be unlawful; that the para- 
graph simply dealt with a rule of evi- 
dence requiring the courts to substitute 
evidence of the nature of the act for the 
presumption otherwise arising; that the 
plaintiffs property rights were not in- 
vaded by picketing unless the picketing 


interfered with the free conduct of the 
business; that plaintiffs did not claim 
that defendants had by violent means 
invaded their rights, and that if that 
kind of picketing were charged and es- 
tablish by proof plaintiffs would be 
entitled to relief to the extent of pro- 
hibiting violence in any form. 

‘The effect of this ruling is that, un- 
der the statute, loss may be inflicted 
upon the plaintiffs’ property and busi- 
ness by ‘ picketing’ {in any form if vio- 
lence be: not used, and that because no 
violence was shown or claimed, : the 
campaign carried on, as: described in 
the complaint and exhibits, did not un- 
lawfully invade complainants’ rights. 


Finds Means Used Illegal, 


‘“‘'The real question here is, were the 
means used illegal? The recital of what 
the defendants did can leave no doubt 
of that. The Hbelous attacks upon the 
plaintiffs, their business, their employes 
and their customers, and the abusive epi- 
thets applied to them were palpable 
wrongs. They were uttered in aid of 
the plan to induce the plaintiff's custo- 
mers and would-be customers to refrain 
from patronizing the plaintiffs. The 
patrolling of defendgnts immediately in 
front of the restaurant on the main 
street and within five feet af plaintiffs’ 
premises continuously during business 
hours, with the banners announcing 


| Plaintiffs unfairness; the attendance by 
| the picketers at the entrance to the 


restaurant and their insistent and loud 


| appeals all day long; the constant cir- 


culation by them of the libels and epi- 
thets applied to employes, plaintiffs and 


customers, and the threats of injurious 
consequences to future customers, . all 
linked together in a campaign were an 
unlawful annoyance and a ° hurtful 
nuisance in respect of the free access to 
the plaintiffs’ place of business. 

‘It was not lawful persuasion or in- 
ducing. It was not a mere appeal to 
the sympathet{c aid of would-be custom- 
ers by a simple statement of the fact of 
the strike and a request to withhold 
patronage. It was compelling every 
customer or would-be customer to run 
the gauntlet of most uncomfortable pub- 
licity, aggressive and annoying impor- 
tunity, Mbelous attacks and fear of in- 
jurious consequences illegally inflicted 
to his reputation and standing in the 
community. No wonder that a business 
of Ffo-000 was reduced to only one-fourth 
of its former extent. Violence could not 
have been more effective. It was moral 
coercion by illegal annoyance and 
obstruction and it was thus plainly a 
conspiracy. 

‘‘A law which operates to make law- 
ful such a wrong as is described in 
plaintiffs’ complaint deprives the owner 
of the business and the premises of his 
property without due process, and can- 
not be held valid under the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 

‘* With these views of the meaning of 
the equality clause it does not seem pos- 
sible to escape the conclusion that by 
the clauses of paragraph 1,464 of the 
Revised Statutes of Arizona, here relied 
upon by the defendants as construed by 
it@, Supreme Court, the plaintiffs have

“ All Equal Before the Law.” 


‘‘Our whole system of law is predi- 
cted on the general fundamental prin- 
ciple of equality of application of the 
law. ‘All men are equal before the 
law,’ ‘this is a Government of laws and 
not of men,’ ‘no man Is above the law,’ 
are all maxims showing the spirit in 


which Legislatures, executives and 
courts are expected to make, rule and 
apply laws. But the framers and 
adopters of this amendment were not 
content to depend on a mere minimum 
secured by the due process clause, or 
upon the spirit of equality which might 
not be insisted on by locai public opin- 
ion. They, therefore, embodied that 
spirit in a specific guarantee. 

‘*The guarantee was aimed at undue 
favor and individual or class privilege, 
on the one hand, and at heal e discrimi- 
nation, or the oppression inequality. 
on the other. It sought an equality of 
treatment of all persons, even though all 
enjoyed the protection of due process, 

‘Tf, as claimed, the Legislature has 
full discretion to grant or withhold 
equitable relief in any classes of cases, 
indeed, to t away from {ts courts all 
equity and leave those who are wronged 
to sults at law or to protection by the 
criminal law, the Legislature bad the 
Same power in respect to the declara- 
tion of crimes. Suppose the Legigiature 
of the State were to provide that such 
acts as were here committed by defend- 
ants—to wit, the picketing or patrolling 
of the sidewalk and street in front of 
the store or business house of any per- 
son, and the use of handbflls of an 
abusive and libelous character against 
the owner and present and future cus- 
tomers, with intent to injure the busi- 
hess of the owner—should be a public 
nuisance and be punishable by fine and 
imprisonment, and were to except ex- 
employes from its an Is it not 
clear that any defendant could escape 
punishment under it on the ground that 
the satute ylolated the equality clause 
of the Fourteenth Amendment’ a

Justice Pitney Dissents. 


In his dissenting opinion, Justice Pit- 
ney sald: 

“It is beside the question to discuss 
whether under the rules of the common 
law or the general principles of justice, 
picketingwer boycotting, or the conduct 
of defendants however described, is law- 
ful. The Suprarhe Court of Arizona vir- 
tually conceded that in that State, in 
the absence ‘of statute, they were not. 
The question is whether in this respect 
the law might be altered by act of legis- 
lation to the extent of depriving a party 
aggrieved and threatened with irrepara- 
ble injury of relief by injunction, 

‘‘That the right to conduct a lawful 
business, and thereby acquire pecuniary 
profits {is property, is indisputable. 
That the state of soclety and the exist- 
ing condition of good order, or the op- 
posite, surrounding the business, and its 
fia bilit to or immunity from interrup- 
tion through particular forms of dis- 
order, affect its profitubleness likewise 
is plain, But it seems to me clear that, 
s0 far as these result from the genera! 
operation of the laws and regulations 
established by authority of the State for 
maintaining the peace, good order and 
tranquillity ef its people and affording 
protection againat disturbing elements 
and ill-disposed persons, those laws and 
regulations, as rules of conduct and 
measures of relief, are subject to be 
changed in the normal exercise of the 
legislative power of the State, 

ustice Pitney Aiscussed at length the 
use of injunctions, and held that the 
Arizona law did not deny equal protec- 
tion of the laws nor permit the taking 
of property without due process of law. 


Justice Brandeis’s View. 


In holding that the judgment of the 
Arizona court should be confirmed, Jus- 
tice Brendeis declared: 

‘* Practically every change in the law 
governing the relation of employer and 
employe must abridge, in some respect, 
the Hberty or property of one of the 


parties—if liberty and property be meas- 
ured by the standard of the law thereto- 
tefore prevailing. If such changes are 
made by acts of the Legislature we eall 
the modification an exercise of the police 
power. And, although the change may 
involve interference with existing liberty 
or property of individuals, the statute 
will not be declared a violation of the 
due process clause unless the Court finds 
that the interference is arbitrary or 
that, considered as a means, the meas- 


jure has no real or substantial relation 


of cause to a permissible end. 

‘Nor will such changes in the law 
governingcontests between employer and 
and employe be heid to be violative of the 
equal protection clause merely because 
the liberty or property of individuals 
standing in other relations to each other 
(for instance, as competitors in trade or 
as vender and purchaser) would not, 
under similar circumstances, be subject 
to like abridgement. 

‘‘ What Congress can do in curtailing 
the equity power of the Federal Courts, 
State Legislatures may do in curtailing 
equity powers of the State courts; un- 
less prevented by the Constitution of the 
State. In other words, States are free 
since the adoption of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, as they were before, either 
to expand or to contract their equity 
jurisdiction. ‘Phe denial of the more 
adequate equitable remedy for private 
wrongs is in essence an exercise of the 
police power, by which, in the interest 
of the public and in order to preserve 
the liberty an the property of the great 
majority of the citizens of a State, rights 
of property and the liberty of the indi- 
vidual must be remolded, from time to 
time, to meet the changing needs of so- 
ciety."’

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‘OPEN COMPETITION 
PLAN’ HELD ILLEGAL 


Southern Hardwood Manufac- 
turers Lose in the Su- 
preme Court. 


CAN’T POOL TRADE REPORTS 


Majority Opinion Calls the Practice 
Restraint of Trade—Decision 
Welcomed by Untermyer. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The ‘‘ open 
eompetition plan,’’ adopted by Southern 
hardwood manufacturers in the conduct 
of their business, was held illegal and a 
restraint cf trade prohibited by the 
Sherman Anti-Trust law today by the 
United States Supreme Court. The dici- 
sion will be of far-reaching importance 
and consequence. 

Associate Justice Clark, who delivered 
the decision of the Court, held that the 
plan was a revival of the old ‘ gentle- 
men’s agreement’’ plan. Dissenting 
opinions were delivered by Justice 
Holmes and Justice Brandeis, with 
Justice McKenna concurring with them, 
in which it was held that the open com- 
petition plan was not an> effort to 
create a monopoly, was nat in restraint 
of trade and was not illegal. 

The case was brought to the Supreme 
Court by the American Column and 
Lumber Company, a member of the Na- 
tional Hardwood Manufacturers’ Agso- 
ciation, The asseciation was _ prose- 
cuted by the Government in the Federal 
Court at Memphis, and a permanent in- 
junction was obtained against continu- 
ance of the practices of filling by hard- 
wood concerns of reports of business 
operations with a central organization, 
such reports being open to all other 
members of the organization. 

Under the open competition plan the 
Southern manufacturers of hardwood 
lumber, formed an organization, known 
as the National Hardwood Manufac- 
turers’ Association. The members of 
this organization exchanged fill reports 
of sales, prices, orders and stocks of 
lumber on hand. This exchange of in- 
formation was done through the central 
organization. In ‘connection with such 
interchange of information the central 
organization got out literature encourag- 
ing purchases of lumber with warnings 
that prices would not drop, but were 
likely to go higher on account of short- 
age of lumber, exhaustion of stocks and 
other causes. 

The Government contended that the 
plan and practices of the organization 
of hardwood manufacturers constituted 
@ conspiracy to maintain prices in vio- 
lation of the Sherman law, and that a 
monopoly in Southern hardwoods had 
been encompassed effectually under the 
scheme. A large number of individual 
manufacturers of hardwood were joined 
with the American Column and Lumber 
Company in the attack on the decision 
of the Tennessee Federal Court. h 

In his dissenting opinion Justice Bran- 
deis said: 

‘There are more than 9,000 hardwood 
lumber mills in that part of the United 
States which lies east of a line extending 
from Minnesota to Texas. Of these, 360 
concerns, each separate and independ- 
ent, are members of an association by 
means of which they co-operate under 
the so-called ‘open competition plan.’ 
The question presented for our decision 
is whether the ‘ open competition plan’ 
either inherently or as practiced by these 
concerns Violates the Sherman law. The 
plan provides for co-operation in col- 
lecting and distributing information con- 
cerning the business of members and 
ijgenerally in regard to the trade. That 
in adopting the plan the members 
formed a combination in trade is clear. 
{Co-operation implies combination. And 
\this combination confessedly relates to 
interstate trade. It is also clear that 
a plan for co-operation, although itself 
innocent, may be made an instfument 
by which illegal restraint is practiced. 
The plan is not inherently a restraint of 
trade, and the record in this case is bar- 
ren of evidence to support a finding 
that it has been used, or was intended 
to be used, as an instrument to restrain 
trade. 

'' In the case before us there was clear- 
ly no coercion. There is no claim that a 
monopoly was sought or created. There 
ig no claim that a division of territory 
was planned or secured. There is no 
claim that uniform prices were estah- 
lished or desired. There is no claim 
that by agreement, force or fraud any 
producer, dealer or consumer was to be 
or has in fact been controlled or coereed. 

‘It is claimed that the purpose of the 
open competition plan was to lessen com- 
petition. Competition among members 
was contemplated and was in vigorous 
operation. The Sherman law does not 
prohibit every lessening of competition. 
It is lawful to regulate competition in 
some degree. But it was neither the 
aim of the plan nor the practice under it 
to regulate competition in any way. Its 
purpose was to make national competi- 
tion possible by supplying data not oth- 
erwise available and without which most 
of those engaged in the trade would be 
unable to trade intelligently. 

“Tt is insisted there was a purpose to 
curtail production. No evidence of any 
‘such purpose was introduced. It was 
urged there was a concerted effort to 
enhance prices. There was at no time 
uniformity in prices. 

‘*The co-operation which is incident 
to this plan does not suppress competi- 
tion. On the contrary, it tends to pre- 
mote all the competition which is de- 
sirable. May not these hardwood lum- 
ber concerns, frustrated in their efforts 
to rationalize competition, be led to 
enter the inviting field of cansolida- 
tion? And, if they do, may not another 
huge trust with highly centralized con- 
trol over vast resources, natural, manu- 
faeturing and financial, become so 
powerful as to dominate competitors, 
wholesalers, retailers, consumers, em- 
ployes and, in large measure, the com- 
munity? ”’ 

The opinion of the court was delivered 
by Justice Clarke, who described the 
organization of the association's statis- 
‘tical bureau, explaining in detail its 
methods for hoth obtaining and dis- 
seminating information concerning the 
trade and asserting that it was a clear 
combination to restrict preduction and 
to increase prices. Concerted action 
among the members was obtained, he 
stated, not only by the distribution of | 
reports issued under the open competi- 
tion plan, but by frequent meetings and 
questionnaires. 

The meetings of the members resulted 
in concerted action, Justice Clarke! 
stated, to raise prices regardless of con- | 
ditions, and the plan was termed by him! 
‘* misleadin and a misnomer ”’ and | 
‘“‘an old evil in a new.dress and a new} 
name.’’ He added that instead of a plan| 
to promote open competition it operated 
to restrict competition. It was futile, he 
gaia. to argue that the plan was merely 

furnish information which could not’ 
be otherwise obtained. The secretary of | 
the association, through an expert sta- 
tistictan, he asserted, utilized replies to 
questionnaires and other information: 
furnished by the members of the asso- 
ciation as the basis for bulleting and 
advices. These replies, he said, also! 
were utilized in predicting and promot- 
ing advances {n prices, by withholding 
of products from the market, awaiting 
higher prices.

“That puts us in competition with 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and even with 
New Orleans,’’ he declared. ‘‘ New York 
may continue to live on her past reputa- 
tion for many years to come, but in 
the end, unless something is done, this 
port is going to lose all of the prestige 
it has held these many years. 

He then asked why the business man, 
the manufacturer, the householder and 
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the housewife should pay so much more 
for everything in this ay. 

“The State of New York recognizes 
the fact that {t costs more to live in 
New York City than in any other city,’’ 

e said. ‘‘In the annual salary appro- 
priation for the maintenance of public 
State institutions allowance is made for 
the difference in the cost of living ip 
such cities as Rochester, Syracuse or 
even Buffalo and in New York City.”

RAILROADS DEFEND 
QUTSIDE SHOP WORK 


Contend ‘‘Farming Out” Plan Is 
Justified as a Measure 
of Economy. 


EMPLOYES ENTER PROTEST 


Workers Claim That Jobs of More 
Than 1,000,000 Men Are 
at Stake. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—Hearings which 
are expected to determine whether rell- 
way companiés may legally contract 
work to firms or persons not under the 
jurisdiction of the United States Rail- 
road Labor Board got under way before 
the board today. The railway employes’ 
department of the American Federation 
of Labor (embracing the shop crafts) 
and the Brotherhood of Maintenance of 
Way Employes and Shop Laborers, rep- 
resented by Frank P. Walsh, are the 
chief complainants. 

Mr. Walsh contended that the jobs of 
more than 1,000,000 men are at stake 
and that the existence of the Labor 
Board as anything more than a figure- 
head is involved since, he charged, the 
‘farming out’’ system is a ‘“ nation- 
wide conspiracy ’’ of railroads to evade 
the board’s orders as to wages and 
working conditions. 

Nine railroads, including the Erie and 
other trunk lines, are named in the com- 
plaints; but today’s sessions were de- 
voted exclusively to the contractual re- 
lations between the Indiana Harbor Helt 
Line and the Burnham Car Repairing 
Company, which has taken over virtual- 
‘y all the car and locomotive repair work 
of the roads. George Hannauer, Vice 
President and General Manager of this 
120-mile railway, was the day’s chief 
witness, 

Mr. Hannauer stoutly defended the 
contract system, testifying that he felt 
it his ‘‘duty under the Transportation 
act to let work out on contract when 
it can be done more cheaply that way.”’

ten hours or more a day at reduced 
pay, the belt line official said they work 
eight hours a day and ‘‘average a 
shade more than the scale prescribed 
by the Labor Board.’ 

‘In response to questions of counsel for 
the belt line, Mr. Hannauer testified 
the contract system saves the road about 
40 per cent. on car repair work and 67 
per cent. on maintenance of way work. 
It cuts about $75,000 from the annual 
labor bill, he asserted. 

Mr. Walsh sought to establish as a 
tact that the contract plan is what he 
termed a ‘legal fraud ’’; that the work 
is still financed by the railroads, done 
directly under their supervision and in 
their shops. While admitting the Burn- 
ham Car Repair Company uses the belt- 
line shops, Mr. Hannauer replied, ‘‘ The 
Burnham Company is in complete 
charge. It is under $15,000 bond, It 
does the hiring and firing and is respon- 
sible for work let to it. If it contracts 
for work other than ours, we charge 5 
per cent. rental for the shops.”’ 

The hearing will be resumed tomorrow.

He would increase the control of the 
city as bonds were retired, and added: 

*"The revelations before your egommis- 
sion and the history of the surface lines 
of New York and Brooklyn ought to be 
a sufficient answer to any claim that 
these properties can be better or as well 
or honestly managed by private inter 
ests as under public control. 


Against Private Ownership. 


“It is high time that this fiction of 
the superiority of private management 
of public utilities should be exploded. It 
is not true. I can rmd nothing in pri- 
vate ownership and operation of public 
utilities to brag about. With occasional 


exceptions it has been one long, con- 
tinuous, siimy control of bribery, de- 
bauchery, chicanery and corruption. 

‘*For decades it has been the main- 
stay of every corrupt lobby and legisla- 
tor. To it more than to any other singla 
cause we are indebted for the political 
demoralization which has characterized 
our legislative bodies in this country 
above all others. Its festering influence 
contaminates the entire body politic.” 

Pleading for more representation for 
the city’s investment, Mr. Untermyer 
described as “brutal” the provision in 
the dual contracts which calis for the 
payment of sums to the operating com- 
= before the city’s share is avail- 
able. 


Road Needs Rebuilding, He Says. 


Commissioner Whalen said that in 
the last year $69,000 in improvements 
had been built into the Midland Rail- 
road, but that this sum, under the con- 
tract with the receiver, was chargeable 
{1o recelver’s certificates after the court 
approved, About $412,959.12 in special 


revenue bonds had been issued by the 
city for the railroad, with $300,000 for 
cars. About $300,000 had been expended

tice Kapper remarked: 

‘* In this respect, I think the husband’s 
attorney is rigot, although what the hus- 
band himself actually thinks about it 
is not made known to me. If it were 
not for the repeated admonition of our 
Appellate Courts that the subject of .cas- 
ualty insurance should not be referred 
to in this class of litigation, I should 
indulge in the presumption that the hus- 
band is not only insured against lability 
for negligently causing injuries, but that 
if he were not we should hardly be con- 


| fronted with this suit against him.”’ 


On April 21 last the automobile driven 
Perlman was in collision with a 
Graham Avenue car at the Brooklyn 
end of the Brooklyn Bridge. Mrs. Perl- 
man said she was injured on the head 
and body, and suffered from nervous 
shock as a result of the accident. The 
Brooklyn City Railway Company was 
made a co-defendant in the suit.

‘‘Of the present commission, I have 
known, Chairman Prendergast a long | 
time.

an open gathering, and I do not enjoy |

Pooley. I. have not been in the Public | 
Service Commission offices for three 
years, nor have I had any relations| 
whatever with the’ Public Service Com- 
mission, which regards itself as a court. 

‘‘In cities up-State, Republican offi- 
cials are fighting for reasonable rates, 
and in this fight they are encouraged by | 
the Republican organization. I never 
met Mr. Goldbas in my life, and never 
heard of him before.’’ 

The conference was called to order by 
Corporation Counsel John P. O’Brien, 
who introduced Mayor Hylan. The lat-| 
ter said in part: \ 

‘“‘T am going to ask your indulgenc: | 
while I read from manuscript, because | 
here in New. York we must be very care- 
ful and be very accurate, otherwise we | 
are or cree Mt the press of the city, 
sometimes intentionally and sometimes 
otherwise. 

‘One of the greatest problems which 
confront the people of the State is: 
Shall the public utilities, the railroads, 
traction, gas, electricity and telephone 
corporations, their political agents in 
both political parties, and the Public 
Service and Transit Traction Commission 
be allowed to run the State and to ex- 
pleit the people, or shall the people, re- | 
gardless of party, take things in their | 
own hands and run the State and the| 
public utility corporations for the bene- 
fit of the people? 


Have a Common Purpose. 








‘“‘In a great many of the problems | 
with which our cifies are confronted we 
have a common purpose, a common in- 
terest, regardless of political affiliations, 


and we need each other’s help if we) 
are: to serve the people. Some of | 
roblems are: 
pie Public utilities—Since 1918 there has | 
been united action upon the part of the) 
cities on transit legislation, and this| 
united action has had a strong effect 
on the public mind, and until the last | 
legislative session a strong influence | 
upon the minds of our legislators. 

**'The emphatic verdict at the polls last | 
November, particularly in New York! 
City, was public notice that franchise | 
agreements of cities with transit corpo- 
rations must be respectéd and no support | 
need be expected by a State-created 
agency which would enable traction 
manipulation to extort additional mil- 
lions out of the pockets of the traveling | 
public. 

‘‘ Now that the. Public Service Com- 
mission is exercising under claimed au- 
thority of the Knight-Adler law the 
power to raise and lower rates of the 
various utility companies there are) 
questions. of policy and questions of pro- 
cedure which may be discussed profit- 
ably by the conference in this gathering. 

“In this connection there should be 
considered the public attitude and the 
attitude of cities with respect to electric 
light, gas, telephone and water com- 
panies, questions of franchise rights, 
questions of the quality of service to be 
rendered, and questions of the fairness 

! of rates for service which may. properly 
be imposed by these companies. 

‘* There abort | arise situations 
where the individual city 1s unable, by 
reason of the -expense involved and the 
difficulties of proper preparation, to 
carry on single its opposition with re- 
gard to increased rates and to meet such 
situations. 


Rights Frittered Away. 
‘‘Valuable property and franchise 





‘l rights of the cities have been frittered 


away for a mere pittance to corporations 
and others without regard to revenue to 
relieve the taxpayers from the ever-in- 


creasing burden of taxes. 

‘* Mutual a of cities having a com- 
mon interest in the subject-matter of 
these proceedings is desirable and in 
many instances most necessary. This 
offers another field for discussion. 

‘As a first suggestion, I would rec- 
| ommend the adoption of a constitutional 
| amendment granting to cities the right 
to own, operate and control their pub- 
lic utilities and to purchase or take over 
iby condemnation existing valuable util- 
ities—emphasis on the valuable. 

“This power should not be hamstrung 
by the blic Service or Transit Com- 

mission or any other State agency, The 
Public Service Commission and similar 
regulatory State bedies, which appear 
to have been more active in regulating 
everybody and everything but the cor- 
porations they were created to sr retin 
should be put out of office imme mee «i 

‘The rates for services of public uti 
ities should be controlled by local condi- 
tions. For instance, a rate for telephone 
service which might be applicable to the 
City of New York might be totally un- 
fitted for Olean, and vice versa. There- 
fore, let the responsible local officials 
in each city be vested with the sole 
power to determine what jis a fair and 
reasonable rate for a public utility for 
that community. . ; 

“It 1s also advisable that the city be 
made a necessary party to every pro- 
ceeding involving rates or the charge of 
any public utility service such as transit, 
telephone, gas and electric light.”’ 


Need for Home Rule. 


Mayor Hylan said that. there could be 
no doubt that all the cities of, the State 
had a common cause in home rufe, in 
the right of every municipality, large or 
small, to manage its own affairs. 
‘“‘Some astute lawyers to serve their 
own purpose,” he said, ‘‘ are trying to 
have the idea developed that a city is 
only a. governmental agency..of the 
State and that when it gives its con- 
sent to-a street railway franchise and 


names conditions in -a franchise it is 
only# acting in behalf of the State and

Discussing education, Mayor Hylan 
f@id that the State had gradually taken 
£0 much power over the school system 
that there was very little discretion left 
to the local authorities except to re- 
ceive the odium for the action of those 
cver whom they had no control. “I 
might say,’’ he added, ‘‘ that in the last 
two or three years the State Legisla- 
ture has put through mandatory legisla- 
tion, amounting in two bills to $34,000,- 
000, against my protest and against the 
Protest of practically every membér of 
the Board of Estimate. 

‘* Notwithstanding that fact they sent 
a legislative committee down here to 
investigate us and tell us how to run the 
city. It is an imposition upon the duly 
elected officials of the city and it is an 
expense upon the people of the city that 


| they should not bear.”’ 


Mayor Hylan condemned mandatory 
in general and said that 
city officials were unjustly 
blamed for high tax rates when man- 
datory legislation placed much of the 
tudget beyond their control. He warned 
the assembled city officials that they 
must remember that there were politi- 
cal manipulators in both parties, and 
said he hoped that the discussion at the 
would contribute to break- 
ing ‘‘the stranglehold that the public 
utility corporations have through legis- 
lative enactment upon the people of 
every city in the State.’”’ 


Earnest in Desire to Do Good. 


*““Of course, I don’t know what pub- 
licity the press will give to our meet- 


ing,’’ Mayor Hylan continued, “‘ but we 
are earnest in our desire to do good for 
the people of the State and the citles of 


| the State, also to protect them, so far as 


we can, from the special privilege seek- 
ing interests. One bardly knows, when 
he speaks or takes a step, whose toes he 
is stepping on. He finds some. big, 
powerful interest looming up, starting a 
backfire of abuse of public officials who 
are endeavoring to perform service for 
the people of the city.’’ 

Dr. E. W. Bemis, an expert on public 
utility matters, said that the same situ- 
ation which confronted the New York 
State cities confronted the cities of 
“a 2m 
wondering,”’ he said, ‘if the time is 

for some one who would have 
dressing the popular mind and imagina- 
tion that Roosevelt had in social legisla- 
tion to come forward and convince the 
people, as Mr. Hylan is doing here in 
New York, Mr. Lunn in Schenectady 
amd others elsewhere, of the magnitude 
of these {issues and how much is at 
stake.

‘*We need, too. a united front, such 
and such as 
the Mayors’ conference, with Mr. Capes 
as Secretary, is bringing about in New 
York State. I. know of .no. State that 
has done as much to date as New York 
in uniting the cities in these matters. 
Far more is needed, and 1 am gure this 
conference is going to stimulate the 
movement.”’ 


Wants Cities to Be Free. 


Mayor Samuel A. Carlson of James- 
town said that 75 per cent. of the peo- 
ple of the State lived in cities, and that 


the development of municipalities had 
brought about a change in conditions 
from those which existed when the State 
Constitution was adopted. ‘‘ Not only 
should our cities be free,’’ he_ said, 
‘*put' the machinéry for the rendering 
of municipal service should be free from 
red tape and nonsense. What we need 
is simplified administration by officials 
chosen without partisan restrictions and 
given complete power to do all things 
neceseary for the public welfare.”’ 

Commissioner Frank C. Perkins advo- 
cated legislation to compel public util- 
ity corporations to open their books for 
inspection by city officials, whenever 
desired for. purposes of litigation.  Cor- 
poration Counsel Albert H. Danaher of 
Watervilet suggested that, if the State 
continued ‘to exercise control of the city 
schools, it should also take over the re- 
sponsibility for running them and for 
raising the money to pay for them. 

‘“They are very generous with other 
people's money,’’ interjected’ Mayor Hy- 
lan sarcastically. 

‘*It seems to me that the thing to 
do is to divorce the Boards of Educa- 
tion from the cities and let them run 
the schools,’’ Mr. Danaher continued. 
‘“‘Let them raise the money. Let them 
advertise for a hearing and make up 
their budget the same as the city does.’’ 

“I want to say right here that we 
have had the Board of Education work- 
ing with us for the last year,” said 
Mayor Hylan, ‘‘ but the school oligarchy 
behind the Board of Education over- 
rides them roughshod whenever they 
can. Now the school agitators and poli- 
ticlans, the Nudd manipulators and 
those who have been pe ng me the 
schools are beginning to. talk about put- 
ting the Board of Education out of office 
simply because it is co-operating with 
the Board of Estimate to build schools 
— do the things that the people want 

one.’’

X. Schwab, Mayor Hylan appointed a 
committee consi!stin of Mayor-elect 
Schwab, Mayors Carlson, Crosby, Lunn 
and Harry Scott of New Rochelle, and 
Corporation Counsels Guy and O’Brien 
to make arrangements for another con- 
ference at Buffalo during the second 
week in January.

$1,500,000 STORM DAMAGE.. 


Vessels at Niagafa Falls and Buffalo 
Suffered in Galé. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y:., Dee. 19:—

Spokesmen for American sugar com- 
panies operating in Cuba declared the 
existing rate would prevent the rehabili- 
tation of the industry in the island re- 
public, while representatives of the 
beet sugar industry in this country as- 
serted that a return to the Underwood 
law rate of 1 cent a pound would pre- 
vent the development of that industry, 
if it did not destroy it. 

The Senators were told by those rep- 
resenting American companies in Cuba 
that more than a mere tariff question 
was involved; that the rehabilitation of 
Cuba depended upon the sugar genet he 
and that the United States was morally 
bound to aid that country. They also 
argued that there was $1,000,000,000 of 
American capital invested in the Cuban 
industry, as against $200,000,000 in the 
industry in this country. 

Tt also was argued that the duty pro- 

osed to be made ‘‘ permanent” by the 

ordney bill was the highest imposed in 
thirty years, and represented a direct 


tax of $162,000,000 a year on the Ameri- 
can people, $81,000,000 of which would 
go to American sugar producers. At- 
terition also was called by witnesses that 
Cuba imported last year $515,000,000 
worth of American products and that 
since the economic life of the island de- 
pended upon its sugar crop, much of 
this trade would be lost unless the 
United States helped to rehabilitate the 
Cuban sugar industry. 

It was argued that the clause in the 
Fordney bill permitting American re- 
fineries._ to import at three-fourths of 
the normal duty two pounds of sugar 
for each pound of domestic sugar re- 
fined from beets or cane was a viola- 
tion of the spirit, if not the letter, of 
the reciprocity treaty with Cuba giving 
a preferential rate of 20 per cent. below 
the full rate on imports from that coun- 


t also was contended that this was a 
discrimination in favor of certain 
American interests and injurious to 
others. 

senator Smoot took exception to many 
of the statements of the witnesses pre- 
senting the case for the American com- 
panies. He declared that conditions in 
the sugar industry in ba were no 
worse than those in the industry in this 
country, and announced that he favored 
the protection of American capital in- 
vested in this country as against Amer- 
ican capital invested in other countries, 
because it helped to build up the United 
States. 

Senator Smoot charged that the Cuban 
producers had kept up the price of sugar 
after the war to such an extent that the 
American Government encouraged déal- 
ers to buy in other countries in order 
to break the market. 

Henry A. Rubino of the Miranda Su- 
ar Company testified that the sugar du- 
ies in the Emergency Tariff bill. had 
served only to keep Cuban sugars out 
of the country and ‘‘ had not put a dol- 
lar into the pockets of cane: or \beet 
producers in the United States.’’ 

Senator Smoot remarked that. without 
the tariff the beet sugar producers would 
not have been able to continue a busi- 
ness. 

HKidward P. Shattock of New. York, 
speaking for several sugar companies in 
Cuba, declared that the Emergency Tar- 
if fact had been ‘‘a severe blow to 
Cuba ’’ and that’ the isiand still was 
“ staggering under its disastrous ef- 
fects."’ 

Charges that beet sugar producers in 
the United States had started a move- 
ment to limit Cuban sitgar tmportations 
into this country to 2, ,000 tons were 
made by Horatio S. Rubens of New 
York, Chairman of the American Com- 
mittee on Cuban Emergenvy. He said 
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this would be effected by commissions 
here and in Cuba, and declared that it 
also had been proposed that the price 
of sugar should be fixed at what would 
be considered a living price for Amert- 
can producers—2 9-10 cents a pound in 
Cuba. If Cuba sold for any ns less, 
he added, a proportionately higher duty 
would be imposed to protect the Ameri- 
can industry. - 

Senator Smoot said children ‘‘ never 
are seen in the beet fields except to thin 
the beets.” He added that this work 
had been a godsend to the children, who 
found gainful occupation instead of 
‘running the streets.” 

Senator McCumber of North Dakota 
remarked that the trouble with this gen- 
eration was the idea prevailing that chil- 
dren must do no work. : 

‘‘Work is what they need and what 
they ought to have to make them self- 
supporting citizens,’’ said the Senator. 
“The idea is growing that a child 
should not work until he is 16 years old. 
If he never works until then he never 
will learn to work."’ 

Spokesmen for the industry in this 
country testified that the beet sugar in- 
dustry had been developed in seventeen 
States; that there was invested in it 
$200,000,000, with ninety-five factories; 
that it now is producing annually 1,000,- 
000 tons of sugar, or nearly one-fourth 
of the domestic consumption, and that it 
is now reclaiming waste land because 
the beets will grow where other produce 
will not. The acreage now is 880,000 
and the farmers raising the crop num- 
ber 100,000, who give employment to an 
additional 85,000 hands. 


Given proper protection, the witnesses 
argued, the industry would expand to 
the point where it could supply most of 
the domestic demand,-and in case of war 
make the country independent of foreign 
countries. It also was contended that 
the raising of beets improved farm lands 
and made them more productive when 
later sown to other crops. 

As to the tax on the people represented 
in the duty, it was contended that this 
amounted to only $1.44 for each inhab- 
itant each year, and that the industry 
was worth such an expenditure by the 
people. France, it was asserted, im- 
posed a much higher tax in order to 
encourage development of its beet sugar 
industry, and it was brought out that 
England was imposing a duty of 4% 
cents a pound on sugar imported into 
that country. 

The beet sugar interests had not com. 
pleted the presentation of their case 
when the committee adjourned tonight. 
They will continue tomorrow and will 
be followed by representatives of the 
cane sugar industry in Louisiana.

'MAY GET BOB VEACH TODAY 


Huggins Confident That Search for 
Outflelder Nears End-—Babe 
Ruth Calis on Manager. 


A big basebell deal which is expected 
to provide the Yankees with needed 
pitching strength for the 1922 champion- 
ship race has been agreed upon. By 
the deal the Yankees will acquire two 


“American League pitchers, who are exy 


pected to share with Carl Mays, Waite 
Hoyt and possibly Bob Shawkey the 
work of keeping the Yankees in as high 
a position next season as they held at 
the close of the 1921 race. Some minor 
details have to be straightened out be- 
fore the announcement is made, but it is 
expected that the news will be ready 
for distribution within the next two 
days. 

Such was the information that came 
to New York yesterday from far-off 
Georgia—from Dover Hall, to be exact, 
Colonel T. L. Huston, Vice President of 
the Yankees, is spending a vacation at 
the Glynn County hunting preserve, 
where many prominent baseball officials 
and writers gather during the off sea- 
*gon. In view of the authority of the 
“meagre details conveyed here by wire 
“yesterday there is no reason to doubt 
the story. Other members of the Yanks’ 
official family admitted last night that 
everything appeared set for the big deal. 

The identity of the two pitchers who 


will come to the Yankees 1s somewhat 
doubtful, but the guessers in baseball 
circles yesterday were inclined to be- 
lieve that the prospective Yankees were 
to be found in a group of names which 
would include Joe Bush, Howard Ehmke, 
Sam Jones, Herb Pennock, George Dauss 
and Scott Perry. it is believed that 
more than one other club will be in- 
volved in the trade, so it is possible 
that the two pitchers may be members 
of different clubs. No intimation has 
been made as to the cost, in money or 
players, that the deal will entail on the 
Yankees. 
Would Almost Assure Pennant. 


Two more pitchers who can win with 
fair regularity would all but assure the 
Yankees another pennant. During the 
past season the burden was borne mainly 
by Mays, Hoyt and Shawkey, with the 


veteran Jack Quinn coming through oc- 
casionally. Mays and Hoyt continued 


“to show winning skill in the world’s 


series but Shawkey, who had been going 
poorly for some time before the season 
was a big . disappointment. 
"Whether Shawkey’s showing in the late 
weeks of the race was a sure indication 
of a decline, or whether it was a slump, 
only ancther season can tell. Hence the 
neck of acquiring more pitching ma- 
terial.

In support ami contra- 
diction of this charge the contestants of- 
fered for the consideration of the jury 
sworn testimony of laymen and learned 
veterinaries. A windsucker bit, the ad- 
mitted use of which on Playfellow was 
viewed differently by the contestants, 
was featured during the trial.

Harvard Alumnus Would Adopt 


English System for Men Stu- 
dents’ Cheering Sections. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dee. 
Thomas W. Slocum, '90, of New York 
City would have the Harvard football 
cheering sections composed of. standers, 
or at least a number of the sections of 
ithe Stadium reserved énly for men who 
desire to see the big football games from 
& standing position. 

Slocum cites the English methods of 


looking after the 100,000 who watch soc- 
cer contests and believes the Harvard 
football management might well follow 
their example in seeing after the men 
who would like to take in the football 
game with Yale but cannot on accougt 
of a shortage in seats. 

In the current number of the Harvard 
Alumni Bulletin Mr. Slocum sets forth 
his suggestions in the following letter: 

Increasing the capacity of the Stadium 
is of vital interest to Harvard men. In 
England spectators in excess of 100,000 
are able to see their important soccer 
contests. In a large part of the stand 
there ara no seats. Imbedded in the 
Sravel or ashes which form the basis of 
the incline surrounding the field are 
thick planks set on edge about every foot 
of so, just emerging from the back- 
ground so as to give something for one’s 
toes to rest against. About every three 
or four feet are solid gaspipe rails run- 
ning around the field so there is no 
danger of an avalanche. 

As there are no ladies who belong to 
the cheering section, would it not be 
Possible to try some such arrangement 
in the Stadium? A temporary wooden 
ramp could be put over the present seata 
with cleats at proper intervals for the 
toe rest, and certainly double, if not 
three times, as many men accommodated 
in the given area. The spectators would 
still have a ‘close up’ of the game in- 
stead of the ‘far-away’ of the Yale 
Bowl. 

‘““ Whenever the ball is put in play, 
most of the spectators rise to their feet, 
so that if would really be less effort for 
one to stand through the contest instead 
of continuously getting i and sitting 
down. Further, there would be no cause 
for the familiar cry, ‘ Down front.’ 

‘If such a plan was found feasible, 


the space could be enlarged with the dis- | 
tinct understanding that such and such} 


sections were of this character and 
should be confined to men, 
that the Stadium is sufficiently strong 
to carry this extra load, or, if not, it 
would be a simple matter to increase 
the steel framework. 

“There are many thousands of Har- 
vard enthusiasts who would prefer to 
stand throughout a game than, not to 
see it at all, and as football has now 
become an intellectual pursuit, no hin- 
drance should be allowed that will pre- 
vent their doing so."

THE FARMERS AND THE NATION. 


At the top of the Senate’s calendar 
is the bill of the agricultural bloc 
giving the farmers a representative 
upon the administration of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank. No other interest 
demands that the national banking 
policy shall be molded by class prefer- 
ence. It does not follow that the 
farmers are not entitled to banking re- 
lief, but only that the banking relief 
should be banking principles. 
There is no objection nor hindrance to 
the farmers having their own banks in 
this country of 30,000 banks. But 
there is great objection to the coun- 


on 


}try’s having its leading banking sys- 


tem remodeled in the likeness of the 
banks farmers organize when they 
have their own way—in North Dakota, 
for example. That is implicit in the 
success of. the farmers’ bloc proposal, 
as is shown by the nature of the dif- 
ference of opinion between the Fed- 
eral Reserve and the farmevs. 

They complain that they have not 
had enough credit. The fact is that 
they have had enough credit to be 
bad for them and for the country. The 
farmers are in the position of favored 
| customers of a bank who have been 
;carried through a crisis, and who see 
{their collateral ,worth less than it 
would have been had their loans been 
;called. The fact that the farmers’ 
Sawai were neither called nor reduced 
before their market broke is the source 
of their trouble, and the country’s. 
If the farmers’ loans had been treated 
on banking principles they would 
have hundreds of millions more now 
in their pockets, and there would 
be no frozen credits originating with 
them. The Federal Reserve Banks 
went to the verge of prudence to 
favor the farmers. 

The difference between the farmers’ 
banks and the Federal Reserve is 
vital. The loans of commercial banks 
should be liquid, that is, should be 
realizable in the maftket on short no- 
tice, or by payment at maturity. The 
farmers think that they are entitled to 
credit to enable them to hold their 
crops until the market price suits 
them. Such loans are mortgages of 
the sort which borrowers expect to be 
renewed at demiand. There are lenders 
able and willing to make such loans, 
and the farmers are free to make such 
arrangements. They even should be 
encouraged to do'so, rather than to 
put themselves into the position of 
forced sale of their crops at harvest. 
But the Federal Reserve should not 
be mutilated for that purpose. 

The mind of the nation is set against 
control of legislation by capital or 
labor or farmers or any other class. 
The country put the Republicans into 
power in the expectation of the reali- 
zation of the Republican platform. 
The farmers’ bloc is making that im- 
possible. There is no thoroughfare 
for the Republican policy, and the bills 
which are passed violate its pledges. 
The strength of the movement is its 
weakness, for the country is becoming 
alarmed. The bloc is the legislative 
organ of the Farm Bureau Federation, 
which officially describes itself as 
“‘the largest farmers’ organization 
‘ever builded in the history of the 
‘‘ world, with more than a _ million

EXCEEDED QUOTAS. 

Direct responsibility for the unhappy 
plight of the 204 Hungarian immi- 
grants detained at Ellis Island will not 
be easily fixed, in spite of Secre- 
tary Davis’s somewhat melodramatic 
charges against the steamship com- 
pany. The announcement that the 
Hungarian quota was filled may well 
have been made on Dec. 1, but by that 
time the immigrants were already ar- 
riving at Cherbourg, from which the 
Aquitania sailed only two or three 
days later. By no possibility could 
they have been spared the misfortune 
of having sold their effects and severed 
all connections with their old home, 
and it would take only a minor slip in 
routine to delay transmission of the 
Labor ' Department’s announcement 
until after their sailing. It is true 


{that in the past many steamship com- 


panies have profited by stimulating 
undesirable immigration. It is also 
true that there are now many who 
would like to discredit the present re- 
strictions. But, until the Secretary 
ot Labor has a clearer case, talk of 
inflicting. ‘‘ fines ’’ for ‘‘ reckless dis- 
regard of the law ”’ is ill-advised. 
Whatever the facts may prove:to,be 
with regard to present blame, there 
can be no doubt as to the ultimate re- 
sponsibility. ‘It rests with the Ameri- 
can people, or at least with their rep- 
resentatives at Washington. Admira- 
ble as is the law in its main effects, 
it was framed without adequate pro- 
vision for its administration. Only the 
Government of the United States can 
make laws for the American people 
and only the Government of the United 
States should administer them. To 
delegate the administrative function to 
European steamship companies is to 
make a travesty of the law. It im- 
poses, moreover, a responsibility upon 


‘the companies which they have every’ 


right to résent and @gaiust which, in 
point of fact, they have respectfully 
but firmly protested. 

Over a month ago the North At- 
lantic Steamship Conference, which in- 
cludes the Cunard, White Star and 
other important lines, issued a report 
on this subject. It was at first hoped, 
the report says, that the American 
consulates would accept responsibility 
for the control of emigrants. But this 
hope was strangled by red tape. Our 
Consular Service is under the Depart- 
ment of State and the Immigration 
Service under the Department of 
Labor. The steamship companies 
were themselves forced to open regis- 
tration bureaus in all the principal 
centres of emigration. The task may 
seem a simple one, but in point of 
fact, as the.report states, Many cases 
arise as to the desirability of an emi- 
grant which can only be settled by 
official representatives of our Govern- 
ment. Frequently emigrants obtain 
their papers nine months or more in 
advance; the journey to the seaboard 
often requires a week and even a fort- 
night. With only such supervision as 
the steamship companies can give, 
many cases of bitter hardship are in- 
evitable—the separation of families 
and the sacrifice ef the savings of a 
lifetime. 

To avoid these injustices, 
judge of the physical, 
moral desirability of newcomers, 
should from the start have had able 
and thoroughly trained agents in all 
the chief European centres.

news. It only seems different because 
of the peculiar interest that attaches to 
everything more or less closely related 
to the stage. The near presence of a 
large number of people in the audi- 
torium of the house was ignored, safely 
enough as the event proved, and, as a 
matter of fact, the robbery was more 
easily achieved than in many cases 
where operations have had to be con- 
ducted in places where _ interruption 
was far more likely than in a room to 
which only a few members of the 
theatre staff had any right or reason 
to enter. 

Still, the affair will suggest to some 
the possibility of ‘‘holding up” and 
depriving of their money and jewelry 
a whole theatre audience. With luck 
and audacity enough, perhaps even that 
could be done, but the chances of in- 
terruption and capture would be _ so 
many that it is not likely to be at- 
tenfpted while less perilous opportunities 
remain abundant. 

That robberies of this sort have been 
so numerous of late does not prove, 
necessarily, anything more than that, 
the first experimenters in it having 
demonstrated the facllity with which 
most custodians of money can be 
cowed by an aimed pistol, others of like 
quality have followed the example set. 
As a rule, this sort of theft requires far 
less. skill and intelligence than were 
possessed by the burglars and bank rob- 
bers who earned fame in other days by 
laying deep plots and laboriously carry- 
ing them out. Those fellows were, and 
their survivors are, real “ professionals” 
of a sort, but these modern brigands and 
highwaymen are amateurs and tyros in 
crime. 

The affair at the Capitol did show 
some evidences of ‘planning and prepara- 
tion. Evidently the men had informed 
themselves accurately as to the time 
when to make their haul and the road 
to and from the room where the money 
was. That, too, makes it an “inside 
job”’ in one sense or another.

Their Trade. auditor’s office of 
the Capitol and allowed the woman 
cashier’s hands to remain unbound hard- 
ly proves chivalry on their part. Pre- 
sumably the discrimination had no other 
basis than confidence that she could do 
nothing in the way of effective inter- 
ference during the few moments when 
capture was possible. 

Whether or not they would have shot. 
and shot to kill, if she had set up a per- 
sistent screaming or otherwise made her- 
self inconvenient is an unanswerable 
question. All such men are potential 
murderers, however, and not a few of 
them, in their fear and excitement, use 
their pistols unnecessarily. Possibly 
they have a vague idea that their busi- 
ness requires the occasional carrying 
out of threats to punish resistance with 
death. The fear of that constitutes 
their whole stock in trade, and without 
it they are helpless. 

That is why every instance of bold re- 
sistance is so important as tending to 
decrease the number of men who dare 
to enter this abominable vocation.

In time of peace and 
as between friendly 
and civilized nations, 
the one legitimate use 
of a passport system 
is because by means of thesg documents 
certain benefits and advantages can be 
conferred upon their bearers. As a 
source of governmental revenue not a 
word can be said in their favor, first, 
because the amounts thus to be collected 
are trivial, and second, because the 
charges imposed are bad both for busi- 
ness and pleasure, besides being a 
heavy burden on the individual traveler. 

While the war was in progress, pass- 
ports had real uses to the Governments 
that issued or refused them, but even 
then their value did not lie in the size 
of the fees, and the fees were raised 
with little or no excuse. At present, 
certainly, travel is to be encouraged, 
not restricted, and this is especially true 
as regards the countries where the im- 
portation of real money is welcome. 
Yet it is exactly those countries that

now harass the tourist most; and they 


have, unfortunately, the’ excuse for do- 
ing it that the United States keeps up

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its wartime charges for passports and 
visas and that they want to teach us 
that the game is one at which all of the 
new European States can play as well as 
ourselves. 

The Merchants’ Association of this 
city, quite properly, regards the matter 
of passports and passport charges aS & 
serious one, and it is petitioning the 
State Department to take remedial ac- 
tion, even to-the extent of abolishing the 
whole system. That would be going far, 
and probably too far, though in what 
now seem the good old days most of us 
traveled through many lands very com- 
fortably without any other proof of re- 
spectability than the money in our 
pockets, and perhaps we could do it 
again. 


Professor IRVING FISHER

| having similar political, continental, and 
| geographical interests, which may con- 
sider and pass upon the conclusions of 
the armament conference. It may also 
afford the first real test of the popular 
feeling toward the treaties and agree- 
ments of the nine participating powers 
and peoples, on the part of a large 
group of Governments and peoples not 
invited to participate in any way except 
as spectators. 

That situation explains the European 
and Asiatic interest in this. solely 
American international gathering. The 
North and South American interest, on 
the other hand, is far more keen, active 
and comprehensive. The general opinion 
prevails throughout the Americas that 
this conference will be forced to con- 
sider more difficult, more delicate and 
more important questions than 
come before any or all of the four 
previous Pan American conferences, g0- 
ing back over a period of forty years. 

To paraphrase the words of a leading 
diplomatic authority cn Pan-American 
| affairs, this confererce may settle for- 
; ever the future of what Is called ‘‘ prac- 
| tical Pan-Americanism.’’ It must either 
|face and master or side-step and side- 
| track big issues upon which future Pan 
,; American co-operation, solidarity and 
peace depend. There can be no evading 
of these questions except to convert the 
‘conference into an international Pan

| Trustees Seek to Bar Removal 
Mother Church Directors.

BOSTON, Dec. 19.—The controversy 
between the Directors of the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist (the mother 
church) of this city and the Trustees of 
the Christian Science Publishing Society, 
came before the Supreme Court again 
today. It was this court which recently 
returned a decision that the Directors 
had power to remove the Trustees. 

As counsel for the Trustees, Sherman 
L. Whipple filed a petition with the 
court for an injunction to prevent the 
Directors from removing the Trustees 


pending the determination of issues that 
still lie between them. Reference was 
made ¢o an exchange of notes between 
the parties, including letters from the 
Board of Directors to Trustees Herbert 
W. Eustace and Paul Marvey calling 
upon them to appear at a hearing today 
to show cause why their places should 
not be declared vacant. 

In the letter to Eustace it was asserted 
that there had been failure to fill the 
place as Trustee of Lamont Rowlands, 
which was at issue originally; that 
Eustace and his associates had mis- 
managed the affairs of the society to 
such an extent that the paid circulation 


| of The Christian Science Sentinel, Chris- 


tion Science Journal and Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor had declined between Jan. 
31, 1919, and Dec. 1, 1921, respectively, 
70 per cent., 75 per cent. and 80 per 
cent.

WARNS OF FARMERS’ PLIGHT 


Wallace Says the East Will Soon 
| Feel Effect of Food Prices. 


BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 19.—The United 
| States is passing through the most se- 
}vere agricultural depression in its his- 
| tory, Secretary Wallace of the Agricul- 
tural Department declared in an address 
today before the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce. Asserting that prices of 
major farm crops were lower than at 
| any time in the national experience, 
| Secretary Wallace predicted that de- 
|creased praduction would result in 
| prices ‘‘ so high that city consumers will 
| complain bitterly, for the farmer cannot 
| continue to produce at a loss,” 

This condition is undermining agricul- 
|ture, the base of the ‘‘ pyramid which 
| represents our national life,’’ Mr. Wal- 
lace said, adding that the first task of 
the country was to ‘ bring agriculture 
through this critical period wtih the 
least possible damage.’’ 

The industrial Hast, he declared, may 
feel the need of a sympathetic and 
thoroughly efficient agriculture sooner 
than is realized, since ‘‘ the billions of 
dollars which we have loaned to Europe 
must be paid: not in gold, but in goods 
which compete with our own manufac- 
tures and which are produced at a cost 
far below our own, and to meet. such 
competition our own people must have 
the cheapest possible food.’’ 

Outstanding requirements for the re- 
Hef of agriculture, he said, are better 
credit conditions for the farmer, reduc- 
tion of freight rates on agricultural 
products to the lowest possible level, and 
Federal supervision of such !fnstitutions 
as public stockyards, market agencies 
and grain exchanges.

EX-JUSTICE VAN SYCKELDIES 


Former Supreme Court Jurist, 91, 
Was Princeton’s Oldest Alumnus. 


TRENTON, N. J.,.Dec. 19,—Former 
Supreme Court Justice Bennett Van 
Syckel, 91 years old, oldest alumnus of 
Princeton University, died tonight at his 
home in Greenwood Avenue, following a 
brief illness of bronchial pneumonia. 

The Justice retired in 1904 because of 
ill-health, after having served as a mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court for thirty- 
five years. Shortly after his retirement 
he was pensioned by an act of the Leg- 
islature. 

When 13 years old the Justice entered 
Princeton University. He was gradu- 
ated in 1846 at the age of 16. During 
his career on the bench Justice Van 
Syckel figured in many prominent cases. 
After his retirement he was frequently 
called upon in consultation by the higher 
courts. 

In 1911 Woodrow Wilson, when Gover- 
nor, appointéd him and former State 
Attorney General Edmund Wilson of 


Red Bank as a commission to study the 
proposed abandonment of the Morris 
Canal. . The report was adverse to the 
State taking over the canal, The Jus- 
tice aided in the drafting of the ‘ Seven 
Sisters '"’ acts, passed during the Wilson 
Administration, which were designed to 
= the activities of the trusts in New 
ersey.

NEW IMMIGRATION BILL. 


Senator King’s Measure Provides 
for a 2 Per Cent. Restriction. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. — Senator 
King, Democrat, Utah, introduced in 
the Senate today an immigration bill 
which he said he hoped would serve as 
| the basis for a decision which would 
lead to the establishment of a perma- 
nent immigration policy- by the Govern- 
ment. The measure provides for the 
restriction of entry of aliens to 2 per 
cent. each year of the number of any 
pe» nationality in this country in 1910. 
t also requires prospective immigrants 
1 to register with American Consular 
agents and.to have their passports viséd 
before they sail. 

The bill also provides for a board to 
handle the entire immigration question, 
with broad powers to suspend or tighten 
the restrictions as extreme cases or 
times of emergency may require, the 
“board to consist of the Assistant Secre- 
taries of Labor, State, Commerce, Agri- 
culture and Interior.

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MRS. SANGER REPLIES 
TO ARCHBISHOP HAYES 


Pastoral Letter Shows Charch 
Clearly Understands Birth 
Control, She Says. 


Mrs. Margaret Sanger, Chairman of 
the First American Birth Control Con- 
ference, yesterday replied to the state- 
ments regarding birth control in the 
Christmas pastoral letter of Archbishop 
Patrick J. Hayes. 

‘*T am glad to learn from Archbishop 
Hayes’s Christmas pastoral that the 
Church has a clear unrerstanding of 
birth control, separating it definitely 
from taking life,’’ said Mrs. Sanger in a 
statement. ‘‘ Many people have been of 
the opinion that the Church confused 
the two ideas. From Archbishop Hayes’s 
statement we at last realize that there 


is a perfect understanding by the Church 
of Rome of what the birth control move- 
ment stands for. For this I am grate- 
ful. 

‘I do not care to answer the Arch- 
bishop’s theological statement concern- 
ing the will of the Almighty. His argu- 
ments are purely those based on assump- 
tion. He knows no more about the fact 
of the immortality of the soul than the 
rest of us human beings.

The Trio Classique. 


Another new chamber music organiza- 
tion, calling itself the Trio Classique, 
made its first appearance last evening 
in Aeolian Hall, where there was a large 
audience. It may be hoped that the multi- 
plication or such organizations means 
a real growth of interest in hearing 
chamber music as well as in playing it. 
The Trio Classique consists of Miss 
Celia Schiller, piano; Maurice Kaufman, 
violin, and John Munday, ‘cello. They 
are ‘excellent musicians, Miss Schiller 


having exceptional qualifications as the 
pianist of such an organization, great 
technical facility, discretion and reserve. 
Mr. Kaufman's tone is sometimes a bit 
dry and Mr. Munday never shows undue 
excitement or the influence of passion, 
but both are skilful technically and mu- 
sically and are well equipped for the 
task they have undertaken. 

The program was made up of Brahms’s 
trio C, Op. 87, Hugene Goossens’s ‘‘ Five 
Impressions of a Holiday,”’ Op. 7, and 
Saint-Saéns’s trio, Op. 18. Goossens’s 
pieces were erroneously announced as 
played for the first time in New York— 
a mistake easily made by ambitious 
searchers after novelty. They were 
played by the New York Chamber Mu- 
sic Socicty on Nov. 4; 1919. 

The performance of ‘all three composi- 
j} tions was excellent in understanding, 
taste and finish of ensemble. Saint- 
| SHens’s ‘trio came as a reminder of the 
composer's death a few days ago. It is 
| hardly likely that the performance was 
intended or could have been prepared as 
| memorial. The piece itself might 
stand as an exemplification of Saint- 
| Siens's recent declaration of his view of 
| music, that it is not ‘‘ all expression and 
passion’’; that ‘‘form is above all 
else,’”’ and that ‘‘ art is gapable of ex- 
istin apart from the slightest trace of 
emotion or passion.’ This trio has 
beauty of form, elegance and —. ho 
contour, and as little emotion or pass 
as may well be conceived. Yet it * yo 
fascinating piece, engrossing the listen- 
er’s attention from beginning to end; 
and especially when it is played with so 
suitable a style as the three displayed. 

Mr. Goossens’s little pictures are slight 
but pretty; no doubt they do not sound 
quite so ‘‘modern’”’ now as they did a 
very few years ago when they were 
new or Mr. Goossens makes his cur- 
rent productions sound. Modernity is 
difficult to keep up with in these days.

TABLET TO OUR DEAD 
IN FOREIGN LEGION 


Herrick and Barthou Pay Tribute 
—Minister Counts on America 
Without Alliance.

PARIS, Dec. 19.—In the American Li- 
brary, almost next door to the offjcial 
residence of the President of the French 
Republic, Ambassador Herrick this af- 
ternoon unveiled a memorial tablet on 
which is inscribed the names of forty- 
five Americans who because of thelr love 
for France died fighting in the advance 
guard with their French comrades long 
before America, entered the war. Most 
of them were lads like Alan Seegar, who 
had known and loved Paris in the days 
of peace and felt that it was only right 
that they should take their place in her 
hour of trial beside their French com- 


nions. 

Though their numbers were not great, 
the gallantry of their action as volun- 
teers in her behalf meant as much to 
France as many regiments, for it 
showed, War Minister arthou remind- 
ed his audience today at the unveiling, 
that the generous heart of America was 
with them and their presence held the 
promise of the millions who came later 
and nyo ay their death. 

The tablet was presented to the library 
by Mrs. Alice Weeks of Béston, and to 
the forty-five names others will be add- 
ed as the list of those who died in the 
Foreign Legion is completed 

In his speech Ambassador Herrick de- 
scribed the fallen men and their com- 
rades as ‘‘ the cleanest and most ideal- 
istic lot of recruits that ever joined the 
Foreign Legion.’’ And it is In that way 
that their names will ever be remem- 
bered in Parfs among its many hundreds 
of rolls of honor. 


VICKERS HEAD HERE 
TO STUDY SHIPYARDS 


Sir James McKechnie, Scythia 
Passenger, Wants to Learn Ef- 
fect of Arms Conference. 


Sir James McKechnie, managing dl- 
rector of Vickers, Ltd., of Barrow, Eng- 
land, arrived yesterday from Liverpool 
on the Cunarder Scythia to look into 
shipbuilding conditions in the United 
States and ascertain how they would be 
affected by the Conference on the Limi- 
tation of Armament in Washington. He

In fact, the shipbuild- 
ers would not mind much about the re- 
duction in wages if the men would only | 
exert themselves and enable their em-| 
ployers to meet the competition of for- | 
eign rivals. 

This also applies in the United | 
States as well as in England, I should 
think. We are getting a little better re- 
sults now, because there as s0 many 
men out of employment that those who 
are at work realize they must look after 
thei r jobs.

Ina 
letter to her agister-in-law, Mrs. Eastlake 
spoke of her love for her husband, say- 
ing ‘‘ Roger is the best man in the ‘world 
to me and as good as gold.’' The letters 
ran up to five days before her death

160,116 NEED REPAIRS 


16,121 More Box Cars and 33,370 
More Coal Cars Unemployed 
at the End of This Period. 


The number of idle cars in the United 
States, because of current business con- 
ditions, was 528,158 on Dec. 8 an in- 
crease of 72,782 cars compared with Dec. 
1, when the total was 455,376, according 
to figures of the car service division of 
the American Railway Association, 
based upon reports from the railroads. 

The association points out that 368,042 


were surplus cars—freight’ cars in good 


repair and immediately available for 
service if required to meet transporta- 
tion conditions. This was an increase 
within a week of 85,116. The remaining 
160,116 were idle freight cars in need of 
repairs. 

Surplus box cars totaled 129,895, -which 
was an increase of 16,121 over the total 
on Dec. 1, while surplus coal cars -num- 
bered 166,068, an increase of 33,370 
within the same period. An incré®se 
within a week of 2,412 was reported for 
stock cars,, and a reduction of 64 in 
surplus coke cars, 

While there was an increase in the 
number of surplus cars, it is pointed 
out that tabulations showed a reduction 


in the number of bad-order cars, the 
total number needing repairs on Dec. 1, 
the latest date for which figures are 
available, being 320,282, or 14 per cent. 
of 2,288,228, the total number of cars 
in line on that date. This compares 
with 333,616, or 14.4 per cent., reported 
in bad order on Nov..15. The statement 
continues that ‘‘ assuming 7 per cent. 
of the cars‘on line to represent the num- 
ber normally in need of repairs, this 
would leave 160,116 as the number of 
bad order cars which are idle because 
of business conditions.”’

DEMAND A FARMER 
ON RESERVE BOARD 


“Farm Bloc” in Senate Presses 
Bill Which Is Virtually a 
Mandate to Harding. 


MEETS SHARP OPPOSITION 


Proposal Taken by Some as “Bloc’s”’ 
Answer to President’s Plea 
for Party Unity. 


_ Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 19.—The 
‘agricultural bloc”’’ again came to the 
front in the Senate today when the bill 
to put a farmer on the Federal Reserve 
Board was made the unfinished business 
before the chamber. The “ bloc ’’ which 
in this particular fight is led by Kenyon 
and Capper from the Republican and 
Smith and Heflin from the Democratic 
side, is confident of victory and mem- 
bers expressed the opinion tonight that 
the bill would be passed before Congress 
adjourns Thursday for Christmas. There 
will be strong opposition to the bill and 
the result would appear to be in doubt 
with the odds, if any, slightly in favor 
of the ‘‘ bloc.”’ 

When President Harding addressed 
Congress on Dec..7 he made a plea for 
party solidarity to aid him in carrying 
through the Republican..program. His 
comment on groups within the parties 
was generally thought a reference to the 
‘agricultural bloc,’’ which in. the 
extraordinary session was able to dic- 
tate some important planks in the Tax 
bill and force the passage of several pet 
measures. 

The putting forward of the bill to put 
a farmer on the Federal Reserve may 
be the ‘‘bloc’s’’. answer to the Pres- 
ident as well as other critics, among 
them Secretary Weeks. When the bill 
was called up today Senators Heflin, 
Overman and Smith of Soutr Carolina 
led the assault on the Federal Reserve 
System. The board was defended 
Senator McLean, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, and 
Senator Edge, the former asserting that 
there are two branches of the Govern- 
ment which, above all others, should 
never be made the subject of politics— 
the Supreme Court and the Federal 
Reserve Board. 

The bill as before the Senate is to all 
intents and purposes a ‘‘ mandate’’ to 
the President to name a farmer as oné 
of the five members of the Reserve 
Board. It directs the President in nam- 
ing members ‘‘ to have due regard to a 
fair representation of the 
agricultural, commercial and industrial 
financial divisions of the country. 

This did not suit- the ‘‘ bloc’’ and the 
fight today was waged over an amend- 
ment by Senator Smith, which provided 
that at least one member of the board 
shall be a person ‘‘ whose business and 
occupation is farming.”’ 

Senator Edge opposed the amendment 
on the ground that it proposes class 
legislation. He argued that it would be 
unfair to ‘‘ mandate’’ the President to 
name a farmer and not at the same

He thought that the proposed legisla- 
tion smacked ‘‘of a political manoeuvre’”’ 
that would not go very far and would 
not deceive the farmers. 

The bill was still being debated when 
the Senate adjourned.

The purchase by the National City 
Company of two large issues, one of 
$25,000,000 of consolidated 4 per cent. 
coupon debenture stock of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company and the other 
an issue cf $30,000,000 by the Danish 
Government, featured the new bond 
market yesterday. The Danish bonds 
have been offered at 94%, to yield 6% 
per cent., and subscriptions have been 
received by the bankers in excess of the 
total issue. The Canadian Pacific stock 
is to be offered within the next day or 
so. It is reported that the price of the

Fail to Consider Equalization. ! 
When the war taxes were under con-| 
; sideration four years ago much thought | 
; Was devoted by those engaged in the} 
preparation of the then proposed legis- | 
lation to the equalization of taxes as | 
such taxes affected the different forms | 
of organization.

they succeeded was not, perhaps, flat- |

reduced, even at the risk of attempting

COTTON ADYANCES 
IN ACTIVE MARKET 


Holders of January Sell Out and 
Replace With Later Months 
at Profit. 


Trading in cotton continued active yes- 
terday at advancing prices. Removal of 
hedges in January offset in part by 
trade liquidation in that position, hold- 
ers being able to sell out and replace] an 
with later months at profitable dis- 
count. Expectations of small ginning 
tigures from Washington today and bet- 
ter demand for spot cotton influenced 
sentiment. More contracts became avail- 
able at the advanced level, but a large 
interest In January still is outstanding, 
with little selling pressure from specu- 
ative quarters. December and January 
sold above levels reached the latter part 
of November, January at one time being 
more than 1% higher than the low fig- 
ures of last week. There was a gain 
of 18 to 22 points for the day. 

Saturday’s sharp rise carried prices to 
where holders of contracts and actual 
cotton in various parts of the country 
were more willing to accept profits. This 
brought liberal over-Sunday selling orders 
eat the opening. Strength abroad caused 
an advance of 10-to 15 points, and for 
an hour trading was extremely active. 
There was the same tendency to cover 
January hedges as last week, but this 
demand encountered a larger supply of 
contracts. Several houses holding Jan- 
uary for trade account became active 
distributors of that month against pur- 
chases of later positions. With January 
selling a cent. above July, opportunity 
was excellent for those holding Jan- 
vary to sell out and purchase those 
months selling at a heavy discount. 
With May quoted a half cent under 
January and July above a cent under, 
it was possible to replace January sales 
at a much lower price and at the same 
time avoid carrying charges amounting 
to 20 to 25 points per month. Swapping 
operations were on @ large scale, with 
enough realizing to halt the advance 
around 18% cents for March during the 
morning. 

Owing to the absence of general specu- 
lation, the steady rise of more than a 
cent and a half in January turned the 
average room trader against prices. In 
addition to contracts supplied by hold- 
ers, several professionals who trade 
heavily put out cotton. For a time de- 
mand -was broad enough to take this 
selling without weakness developing. 
But around mid-day scattered pressure 
on May and July, with January con+ 
tracts seeping into the ring, brought a 
loss of all the early advance. January 
ran back about a quarter of a cent to 
18.17, with March at 18.02. Reports from 
ary goods quarters that the advance in 
raw material had exerted a beneficial 
influence in many directions sustained 
the market. A few early sellers began 
to take back cotton sold, with a decided 
increase in outside support as March 
approached 18 cents, Several lines of 
oe, were sold 16 points above 

March, and that month ranged from 15 
to 20 above during the reaction. 

After midday it became evident that 
while it was easy to fill the ring with 
contracts, repurchasing was more diffi- 
cult. Slow recovery at 15 points took 
place, but when this failed to bring out 
cotton, early sellers bought liberally.

CRITICISES CROP REPORTING 


Senator Says Board Attempts to 
“Make Farmer the Goat.” 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.-A charge 
that the crop reporting board of the 
Department of Agriculture was “ at- 
tempting to make the farmer the goat 
for some of its mistakes’’ was made 
in the Senate today by Senator Smith, 
Democrat, of South Carolina. 

*“‘The result,’’ the Senator declared, 
*“‘is that the market broke, men who 
grow cotton lost money and the dissatis- 
faction was made the worse. Grim 
necessity and conservative action will 
compel the Southern farmers to cut their 
acreage next year far below what it 
ever has been.” 

Governor Harding of the Federal Re- 
serve Board was attacked during the 
discussion by Senator Watson, Demo- 
crat, of Georgia, for a speech the Geor- 
gia Senator said the reserve board of- 
ficlal made in New Orleans in which 
he discussed the agricultural situation. 


Mr. Watson declared the speech had 
caused a drop in cotton prices im- 
mediately from 20 to 18 cents and had 
a disastrous effect generally on the 
farmer. 

With reference to statements credited 
to the Crop Estimate Board to the ef- 
fect that it had not received reliable in- 
formation, Senator Heflin, Democrat, of 
Alabama, declared there was ‘‘ some- 
thing crooked ’’ going on and that he 
‘* would rather believe it was in the 
Crop Estimate Board than among the 
farmers who had supplied the jAnfor- 
mation on cotton crop conditions.” 


DISMISS SUIT OVER PEACE. 


Right to Compel Issuance of a Proc- 
lamation Is Not Determined. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. — The recent 
proclamation of the President declaring 
peace with Germany prevented a judi- 
cial determination of the question 
whether a citizen can compel the fssu- 
ance of a proclamation officially an- 
nouncing the termination of war, the 
Supreme Court held today in announc- 
ing that it would dismiss the appeal 
brought by Harry S. Mecartney, a citi- 
zen of Llinois. He appealed from the 


decision of the courts of the District of 
Columbia refusing to order the Secre- 
tary of State to promulgate the joint 
resolution of Congress, which President 
Wilson vetoed.

MORE TIME FOR CLAIMS 
TO ALIEN PROPERTY 


House Passes the Bill Extending | 
the Period One Year After 
Jan. 2.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The first 
amendment under the Harding Adminis- 
tration of the Trading with the Enemy 
act, which established the office of Alien 
Property Custodian, was acted upon to- 
day by Congress when the House passed 
the bill already acted upon by the 
Senate, extending the time from six 
months to eighteen months after the 
declaration of peace in which suits for 
the return of property could be filed 
under the act. } 

This measure -was initiated by the 
Alien Property Custodian after confer- 
ences with the President and the At- 


torney General and he had the approval | 


of the Department of Justice. The bill 
now goes to the President for his ap- 
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proval. It will afford legal relief to 
thousands of claimants by reason of the 
faet that the peace resolutions dated 
July 2, 1921; gave them only until Jan. 
2, 1922, to file suits for the return of 
their property. The claimants now have 
one year from Jah. 2, 1922, in which to 
file suit.

‘Sued in Realty Deal, Ozone Park 
Landlord Says He Has Only 
$1 a Month for Himself. 


HE LIVES IN A_ SHED 


, Law Put Him Out of Business, He 


Complains, and Insurance Is 
a Form of Robbery. 


After one of the most uncomfortable 
experiences of his life William G. Mohr- 
«aman, 85 years old, recluse of Ozone 
Park, was compelled yesterday at the 
Court House in Long Island City to tell 
—-of his wealth. He finally began to talk 
after he had been taken three times be- 
fore Justice Jamts C. Van Siclen in the 
Queens Supreme Court and when he 
faced a jail sentence unless he obeyed 
the exder of the Court to give the infor- 
Tratsow ter wee “acired. 

Last week Justice James C. Cropsey 

‘ ordered Mohrman’s examination in sup- 
plementary proceedings in two suits 
pending against him. He refused to 
come. Yesterday Justice Van Siclen sent 
Deputy Sheriff Jacob Haas to the 
recluse’s shack at the Rockaway Road 
and Martin Street, Ozone Park, to place 
him under arrest. He was brought to 
the Court House. He was taken before 
Justice Van Siclen and sworn. The at- 
torney representing the plaintiffs in the 
action retired with him twice and each 
time Mohrman refused to talk. 

**I now want to inform you that you 
will go out there and answer those ques- 
tions or I will order you locked up in 
jail,’”’ said Justice Van Siclen to Mohr- 
man. 

Mohrman owns a valuable piece of real 
estate at the Rockaway Road and Mar- 
tin Street. On it are several apartment 
houses. He has been living in a corner 
of a shed on the property because he 
says it is too expensive to live in the 
apartments. He can rent the apart- 
ments for $22 a month. When he was 
brought into court yesterday Mohrman 

» Was wearing an olive drab khaki suit 
such as soldiers wear in Summer time, 
a@ pair of badly worn tan shoes, a big 
woolen scarf about his neck, a long 
black overcoat and a battered felt sol- 
dier’s campaign hat. 

The two suits were brought by John H. 
Ossenfort and his wife Christine, ten- 
ants of a store belonging to. Mohrman in 
Ozone Park. They al 


Mohrman to buy one parcel of real es- 
tate for $6,500 and another for $5,000. 
They paid $250 deposit on each parcel. 


Mohrman agreed, so they alleged, that! 


if his wife, from whom he is separated, 
failed to sign the deed that he would re- 
turn the deposit and also pay any ex- 
“pense in searching the title of the prop- 
erty. The wife refused to sign and a 
demand was made for and 
$88 for expenses on one piece of property 
~and $79 for expenses on fhe second piece. 
It is charged that Mohrman has refused 
to return the deposits or to pay the ex- 
penses incurred. 

“Are you married?”

““T once went through a ceremony with 
@ woman,’’ he replied, “* out T rs gg ml

“What do you mean by that?”* asked

‘*T don’t mean you, personally,’’ re- 
plied Mohrman. ‘‘ I mean the law which 
you represent permitted people to come 
in there and compete with me—and that 
made my business no good.’ ° 

When Mohrman was told that he must 
produce a lease which he had on his 

remises he stood up and took out three 
ig safety pins that served as buttons 
on his overcoat. 
safety pins from the inside of his coat 

“that held shut a capacious. pocket. 
Reaching into the pocket he pulled out a 
bulky bundle wrapped in newspapers. 
Removing seven elastic bands and four 
or five yards of string, deeds, leases 
and Liberty bonds were disclosed. He

‘“‘T hope you people don’t steal what 
I have got, now that I have showed 
you where it is,’’ said Mohrman. 

In response to other questions, he said 
that he owned the real estate at Rock- 
away Road and Martin Street free and 
clear of incumbrances; he had $4,000 on 
deposit in the Jamaica Savings Bank; 
he had a running account in the Wood- 
haven Branch of the Bank of Manhat- 
tan Company; $300 in Liberty bonds; he 
collected about $98 a month rent and 
he had an income of $150 to $200 a

SAYS GAS RATE IS EXCESSIVE 


City’s Expert Files Affidavit on 
Brooklyn Company’s Charges. 


An affidavit by A. S. B, Little, the 
city’s gas expert, filed yesterday with 
‘the Public Service Commission, states 
that the gas rate of $1.35 a thousand 
cubic feet, charged by the Brooklyn 
Borough Gas Company, is ‘ greatly ex- 
cessive, unjust and unreasonable for the 
“quality of gas furnished.’’ The affida- 
vit also states that Mr. Little “ believes 
that investigation of the company’s 
books and records would disclose that 
the expenses reported by it are ex- 
cessive.”’

COURT BARS CLERKS 
ACTING FOR LAWYERS 


Justices Announce That Attorneys 
Mast Answer in Person When 
Cases Are Called. 


Two Supreme Court Justices an- 
nounced yesterday that in the future 
cases on their calendars which are called 
must be answered by members of the 
bar and not by clerks or office boys, as 
has been the custom, Justice- Hotchkiss 
made the rule known first when a young 
woman stepped up to the bar to answer 
the call of a case in which her firm waa 
interested. She replied in answer to the 
court’s question that she was not a 
member of the bar, and that her em- 
ployers were busy with other cases and 
could not appear. 

‘*T intend to break up the practice of 
sending young boys and girls to repre- 
sent lawyers before this court,’’ said 
Justice Hotchkiss. ‘‘I am entitled to 
the courtesy of being addressed by mem- 
bers of the bar who understand legal 
phrases instead of having boys and girls 
appear before me asking adjournments 
of cases. I refuse to listen to you. 
Please deliver this message to your em- 
ployers.”’ 

Clifford Boese, clerk of Part I, Special 
Term, announced before the calendar 
was called in his court that Justice 
Whitaker, who is sitting In the court, 
would demand that the cases be an- 
swered only by lawyers. Scores of 
lawyers, summoned by telephone, hur- 
ried to the Court House to look after 
cases in which clerks had been in- 
structed to ask for adjournments.

should be demonstrated for the benefit 
of the suffering public.’’ 

‘“‘ Physicians who oppose~ such com- 
mendable efforts.are not only showing a 

spirit unworthy of the profession, but 
are not voicing the real sentiments of 
the. profession as a. whole,’’ was the 
opinion expressed by the officers and 
j trustees of the organization concerning 
the activities of some physicians. The 
; meeting voted to extend to Dr. Lorenz 
an invitation to address the association 
and to arrange a clinic at the next an- 
nual convention to be held at the Ho- 
Traymore, Atlantic City, in June.’ 

Dr. Lorenz examined 115 patients at 
; the Health Department clindc yesterday. 
At the end of the day he was nearly 
exhausted, and was assisted to Com- 
missioner Copeland's, office, where he 
rested for some time before he was able 
to leave the building. ‘* He was the 
nearest to a breakdown that I have 
seen him yet,”’ said Dr. Copeland. ‘‘ One 
hundred and fifteen patients are too 
many for him to examine in one day, 
and in the future his examinations will 
; be limited to seventy-five.’’ More than 
| five hundred cripples were turned away 
| from the clinic because Dr. Lorenz could 
;not reach their cases. Certificates of 
| admission were given to those who were 
not able to get in, and they will be 
examined Friday.
